TBUE SITUATION UNKNOWN 


In the Opinion of Senator Patterson* 


Who Places Little Reliance ou State- 
ments of Governor Taft—Question of 
Sectarianism Brought Forward 


Washington, Feb. 21.—With the ex- 


ception of a few minutes given to rou- 
tine business, the senate yesterday de- 
voted Its entire session to the Philh> 
pine question. Mr. Patterson, one of 
the minority members of the Philippine 
committee, delivered his first extended j OH the cheek'-.. 
speech in the senate and was given a 
most attentive and careful hearing. 


He di#uuswd principally the sedition 


laws enacted by the Philippine commis- 
sion, vigorously attaching the authority 
of the commission to enact and enforce. 
snob laws. He maintained that con- 
gress alone had the power to put in f orc-> 
enactments of that character. 


He declared that the Philippine coin- 


mission had outraged every Pulled 
States statute it hud attempted to fol- 
low and had made its own enactments 
tyrannical because there had been evi- 
dently a deliberate purpose to make of- 
fenses where none had been delinod by 
the United States statutes. 
He de- 


nounced the "d.-\illsh malagnity" tho 
Philippine commission displayed when 
5t attempted to copy tho United States 
statutes and incorporated other and ex- 
traneous matters. 


Mr. Patterson declared thai only four 


of the 15 acts of the Philippine commis- 
sion relating to conspiracy against the 
United States had any rcMvniblanoo to 
the statutes of the United States. The 
remainder, lie hold, were taken bodily 
from the statutes of Spain us enacted 
by the Spanish ooricw. 
He declared, 


after analysing the enactments, that no 
greater outrage could be Intlloted upon a 
people than the enforcement «>f the se- 
dition laws enacted by the Philippine 
coiumissiotti. 
Acts more 
tyrannical, 


more unconstitutional, and more Inimi- 
cal to the Interests of the i*»oplo. he as- 
serted, never were enacted, and they 
ought to be repealed ! in mediately by 
act of eongiess. 


He compared Information furnished 


by the executive depu rt mom wof t he gov- 
eminent with some of the statements of 
Governor Taft in his testimony before 
the Philippine commission with respect 
to the capabilities of the Philippine peo- 
ple, nnd declared, with some heat, his 
brief that Coveruor Taft misrepre- 
sented the true situation in the Islands 
for motives unknown. 


He iiHKeited that if tho six million of

HISTORIC OLD HOUSE. 


Timber* of th« Old Ferry House Were 


in the Old Durham Church. 


Of the many people who have occa- 


sion to pass daily over the Ports- 
mouth, Kittery & York ferry landing, 
on this side of the river, to take the 
ferryboat Kittery, probably lew real- 
ize the historical interest attached to 
the old building, or the scenes enact- 
ed there informer days, when it was 
the old Spring market. 


The first market was built in the 


year J761; this building was ai'ter- 
wai;d replaced by the present struct- 
ure, which a few years ago was re- 
modeled by the Portsmouth, Kittery 
& York street railway company for a 
ferjry landing office and waiting room. 


$TJien the first structure became 


dilapidated and dangerous it was re- 
moved, and a part of the old build- 
ing was taken up the river on gondo- 
las, and placed on the wharf at No- 
ble's island, where it was used for a 
storehouse and was still standing un- 
til the past few years. 


The original market was some time 


after replaced by the present building, 
which has a historical interest of 
whjqh, not many are aware. 


Before the opening of the Revolu- 


tionary war, when the report came 
that troops were leaving Boston to 
take possession of Fort William and 
Mary—or Fort Constitution, as it is 
now called—a large part of the gun- 
powedr from the fort was carrcid in 
gondolas up river to Durham and 
stored under the old South church 
there, and this, same powder 
was 


later carried to Charlestown, and used 
irf^the memorable battle of Bunker 


' ItllL . 


The old chinch was afterward torn 


down and a statue of General Sullivan 
now'stands on the spot once occupied 
bjtotbe former sacred edifice.

Economical women have learned the 


\aluc of gasoline for cleaning,ribbons, 
while others use suds made of soap 
bark chips. They should ben-ubhecl be- 
tween tlie hands until thoroughly 
clean, then examined and.jif too badly 
faded to use again, dyodysonie darker 
shade with dye. White; ribbons will 
take delicate shades of blue, pink and 
lavender. 
Light colored, ribbons are 


pretty dyed cardinal red, but if they 
aro too dark for that save t'aemiuntil 
you have half a pound or more and 
then color them black ^with dye for 
silk. No matter what color they are or 
how spotted or streaked, thoy will dye 
a good black. Rinse thoroughly In 
several warm, soft waters until the 
last rinsing water is left clear; then 
smooth the ribbon between the hands 
and wind over a wide piece of stiff 
cardboard. When all has been jwound 
around, place it between soft cloths 
and put it under a heavy pressure. 
When taken out, it will be smooth and 
look like new. Another way to man- 
age them is to hang them in the open 
air until about half dry; then cover 
them with cheesecloth or some other 
thin material and iron with a moder- 
ately hot iron.

Since then I.liavu suc- 
ceeded in reproducing all tho colors 
with the exception of bright red, nnd 
tiiis I k->i!C to accomplish soon. 


"Heretofore the best thing that has 


been produced In colors is the three 
color half tone. This is a mechanical 
process, a:id in It tbc colors are bound 
to be exaggerated. With my process 
the most delicate tints are faithfully 
re-produced by strictly chemical action, 
aud the blending of the shades is al- 
most ycri'ect. My process cannot be 
patented lor the reason tliat much of 
it is already in common use. I intend 
therefore to keep the process a secret. 


"Like the three color half tone pioc- 


ess, it requires the proJiution of three 
photographic negatives from specially 
prepared plates. Tim negatives uiiibt 
be precisely alike in development, focus 
and other points. 
The pxposui o in 


most cases reijuires at present at least 
half an hour, so Unit for portraits it 
is as jet not available, but I hope to 
materially reduce tlie time. 
But fcr 


landscapes on a still day or other copy- 
ing paintings or zoological or other 
specimens it is all that could be do- 
sired now. 


"The proct ss is all in tho printing. 


Extra heavy paper is necessary to 
stand 
the 
strain 
of 
manipulation, 


which occupies about an hour, during 
whlchftline tho print is uhucbl con- 
stantly Immersed In solution.
